ä Hereas \Vee foreſceing in Our Princely Judgement how ne- 


%% / ceſſary it is foꝛ the pꝛeſeruationof OurSelfe,andthe Subiects of Our 
11S Kingdome in generall, That the Armozs, Gannes, Pikes, and Ban⸗ 
daiters within this Realine, be from time totime repapꝛed, amended, 
1— and ſtamped: And that thoſe Armes accoꝛding to the inſt and 
full number charged by thc £Buſter-Rolles in euerp ſencrall Coun- 
ty, bee fully furniſhed, and compleatip maintapned, which now as 
Het are tredibly infozmed.are in many parts of this Kingdoine much 
decayed and neglected, and that erpert and ſkiltull wozkemen may bee trapned vp, imploped, 
and maintapned, as well in times of Peace, as of Warre: To the end We map not bee enfoꝛ⸗ 
ced in times of Marre to ſecke fo2 Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, and Bandaliers in Foꝛ⸗ 
reigne parts, and ſo bee either vnpꝛouided ok them, oz ſupplied at deare and bncertaineRates, at 
the pleaſure of Foꝛreigne P2inces, oz States, when anp bnerpected occaſion of implopment o2 
ſudden Seruite foꝛ the ſafety and honour of Our Perſon and State ſhall require. 

Aud Wee well weighing in Our Perncely conſideration the dangerous conſequence thereof, 
did foz Dur better Jnfo2mation, referre the further conſideration thereof co Our Councell at 
Waͤrre and other ſpeciall Committees, who vpon mature deliberation haue certified As, That 
the Company of Woꝛkemen Armourers, Gunne-makers, Pike makers, and2Sandalier-ma- 
kers of Our Citie of London (being the lkilfulleſt and pꝛime v3ozkemen of this Land) are moſt 
fit to bee employed and encouraged in this Seruice; That ſo they hauing conuenient emplop⸗ 
ment in time of Peace , u9:e map be allured ot their true and effectuall Seruite in the times ok 
Warre, and yet they to perfoꝛme the laid Seruite at ſuch Nates and Pꝛites, as ſhall not bee left 


to their own diſcretion,but ſhalbe particularly agreed vpon and oꝛdered, And thereupon Weihaue 
by and with the aduice of Our ſardConncel of war, and by and withthe adutce of the Loꝛds and 
others of Dur Pꝛiuie Councel, granted a Commiſſion vnder Our great Seale of England, bnto 
lohn Francklin, William Crouch, lohn Aſhton, Thomas Stecuens, Rowland Foſter, Nicholas Marſhall, William 
Coxc, Edward Anellcy, Wozkemen Armourcrs, Henry Rowland, Richard Berrowe, Thomas Addis, Iohn 
Norcot, William Dawſtin, William Watſon, Iohn Watfon, and William Graues Gun; makers; Iohn Edwards, 
Robert Thacker, And Bartholomew Ray Pike makers, and lohn Gace and \\ illiam Beauchamp, Bandalier⸗ 
makers, Freemen of Dur Citie of London, Woꝛkmen of thoſe Trades oꝛ Myſteries, who are ac- 
coꝛdingly willing to vndertake this Sermice, and haue actoꝛding to the ſaid Certificate, giuen cau- 
tion in Our Dffice of Ozdinance, to be ready when we ſhall haue occaſion to let them on woꝛke 
at leuen dayes warning: And that the laid Armourers will deliuer into Our Stozes, foz ready 
moneys, fifteene hundzed Armours, cuery Moneth: And the Gun makers as many Mulkets, 
and baſtard Mulkets, and mall ſhot vpon the lame warning; As allo the Þtke- makers and Ban- 
dalter-makers a pꝛopoꝛtionable number vpon like Warning, foz Our Seruice: And that they 
the ſaid Armourers, Gunne makers, Pike makers, and Bandalter-malkers will bing vp Ap⸗ 
pꝛentites from time to time, to be expert audſailfull in theſe leuerall Occupations, which are ſo 
neceſſary fo: the dekence of this Kingdome, fo as they map bee employed in making, mending. 
dꝛeſſing, ſtamping, aud repapzing of Arimonrs, Gunnes, Pikes and Bandaliers in the Citie and 
Conntrey ; And haue agreed and entred Bond as afoꝛzeſaid that thep will not exceed the Rates 
and Pꝛices in a Schedule to the ſaid Commiſſion annexed, e mentioned, expꝛeſſing the leuerall 
Rates and Pꝛices, which ſhall bee allowed them reſpectively foz the laid Wozke, which are 
very reaſonable, and not enely without grieuante, but very much foz the caſe and benefit of 
Our Subiects, who are o2 ſhall bee concerned, in reſpect of their fozmer trouble and charges 
in that kind, andltkewiſe will perfozme luch other directions, as Wee ſhall from time to time 
pꝛelcribe vnto them foꝛ the better aduancing ofſo publique and neteſſary a Seruice, as need ſhall 
require. 

And that vote and Our Kingdome map thus bee ſupplted with fo neceſſary and vſefull a 
Seruite, Wee did by Our laid Commiſſion giue vnto them, their Deputies, Alliſtants and Al⸗ 
ſignes, and euery of them, by them oꝛ the greater part of them lawfully authoꝛiled free libertie, 
licence, polber and authonitie to trauell, oꝛ goe into any County, place oꝛ places within this Our 
Realine of England , and the Dominion of Wales, aſwell within Libertics as without, as there 
with the appꝛobation and aſſiſtance of the Lozd Lieutenant and deputic Lieutenants , where 
they ſhould happen to tome, oꝛ of anyother to bee by them deputed and appointed to make a 
diligent Suruey of all Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, aud Bandaliers whatfocuer, ap- 
pointed to be found and maintainedat the common Charge ofany Citte, Towne oz Uillage, and 
of the Trained bands, in cuery Countie, alwell hoꝛſe as Foot thꝛoughout Our ſaid Realme of 
England, and Dominion of wales; And vpon, and after the laid Suruey to new make, alter, a⸗ 
mend dꝛeſſe, repaire, pꝛoue, and ſtampe (as need ſhall require) all oꝛ any the laid Armours, Guns, 
Pikes, and Bandaliers, aud make them complete and fit foz Seruite, as by the ſaidLozd Liente- 


nant and deputy Licutcnants, oꝛ any other by them deputed oꝛ appointed as afozeſaid, ſhould be 


be appꝛoued and directed. 
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And that by the direction of the ſaid Lozd Lientenants, o2 their Deputy Licutenants 
of the ſeuerall Counties and Diutſions reſpectinely, the ſaid Armours, Gunnes Pikes, and 
Bandaliers once 02 twice a yeere, oꝛ oftener (if need ſhould bee) bee bꝛought to ſuch cou- 
uenient place, and places vpou the Muiter dayes, oꝛ at ſuch other tonuenient time, and tinies 
as they ſhould thinke fit, to the end the lame might be then and there viewed and ſurnayed, and 
as octaſion ſhould require, bee altered. amended, oꝛ renewed, as afoꝛelaid, and that they might 
the better perfoꝛme this Our leruice, and inkoꝛme Us by the ILo2d Tieutepants, and Deputy 
Tieutenants, as afozeſaid, as occaſion ſhould require of all ſuch defects, and negligentes, as 
might happen from time to time, Wee haue by the ſaid Commiſſion giuen vnto them, their 
Deputies, aud Allignes, full power and authozity, by the directionof the ſaid Lozds Lien- 
tenants, oz Deputy Tieutenants, as afoꝛeſaid (if they ſhall ſo thinke it fit, and behoonefull fo2 
Our Seruite) to require all Miniſters of Muſters, who haue the Recozds, oz keeping of the 
Muſter- rolles of the laid Armours, kodzthwith to deliuer vnto our ſaid Commiſſioners true 
Copies of the ſaid Muſter roites, to the end they might bee trucly enkoꝛmed who ought to be 
charged With the layd Armours, Guuncs, cs, and 2Bandaltcrs actozding to theinſt num- 
ber and natures of them. 

And vpon the lame furuey to obſerue what numbers of Armes, Armours, Gunnes, 
Pikes, and 2Sandaliers were whollp wanting, as afs:cſard, that are appointed and ought 
to bee charged vpon any perſon, oz perſons, in any place, and to diſtinguiſh the vtterly vn- 
ſcruiceable from ſuch as by mending, and repapung, might bee made ſeruiceable, and to let 
downe the numbers and natures of the defects, and to make vp the ſaid Suruap in a Booke, 
vnder the hands of Our laid Commiſſioners, oꝛ any one, two, thꝛee oz moꝛe of them, to bee 
ſigned, and appꝛooued of bythe Lozd Lieutenant, oz Deputy Tieutenants, oz ſach as they mn 
euery place ſhall depute foz that purpoſe, to aſſiſt tn the ſaid Suruay : And likewile bpon 
ſuch their Suruap to app290ue of all luch Armes, of the Common Armes and Trapned 
Band as ſhould bee found fit foꝛ ſcruice, and to pꝛodue and tryall ſazts ok Gunnes, Pikes, 
and Wandaliers of the laid Common Armes, and Trapned Band befo2e they bee vſed, 
oꝛ exerciſed, and to ayp2ooue of ſuch as ſhould bee ſerutceable fo2 warres, at the Owners 
charge, and being pꝛooued , ſhould allow as fit fo2 ſernice, and allowing ſhould Stampe the 
ſame withthe A. and the Crowne, being the Hall Marke of the Company of Wozkemen Ar- 
mourers of London, Which Marke oz Stampe ſhall (with the conſent of the ZLozd Tieute⸗ 
nant oꝛ his Deputy Lieutenants) remaine in their cuſtody who (hal! haue the charge to 
bee entruſted with the cxecution ofthis Scernice: YIhereimn, and in Our laid whole Commiſſi⸗ 
on, they are further to follow ſich Puſtructions as are, oꝛ (hall bee giuen fooꝛth from Us, o2 
the Lo2ds of Our Pꝛiuie Councell, oꝛ Councellof warre in that behalke. 

And to the end no abuſe, oꝛ deteit might bee in the number of Armes, Armours, Gunnes, 
Pikes, 02 Bandalicrs boꝛrowed one of another, Wee did by the ſaid Commiſſion, gine Our 
ſaid Commiſſioners, oꝛ the Maior part of them, their Deputies, oꝛ Allignes, power and au⸗ 
thozity, to cauſe to bee framed, and made, and to vle two other Parkes oz: Stampes, to be 
firſt allowed by the Lozds Lieutenants, oz Deputy Lieutenants, oz ſuch as they ſhould de- 
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pute foꝛ that purpole, the one to diſtinguiſh the County, the other the place oꝛ Diuiſion, where the 
ſaid Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes oꝛ Bandaliers are charged and bee; which Parkes oz 
Stamps ſhall remaine in the cuſtodie of Our ſatd Commiſſioners, oꝛ ſome of them their Depu⸗ 
ties 02 Allignes, and ſhall be entredinto the laid Booke of Suruay,to be Signed as aboueſaid,foz 
vling and putting to of which Markes and Stamps of the place oꝛ Diuiſion afozeſaid, Mee did 
by Our laid Commiſſion holdit fit that Our Lozd Tieutenants, o: Our Deputy Tieutenants 
in encry plate and Dimſion ſhould appoint and ſet downe ſome competent allowance vnto Our 
ſaid Commiſſioners, their Deputies 02 Allignes foztheir labour and attendance vpon Our Ser⸗ 
utce herein. 

And that vpon the entreatte of Our laid Commiſſioners, their Deputies oꝛ Allignes (attoꝛ- 
ding as the wants and defects of the ſaid Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, and Bandiliers, ſhould ap- 
peare vpon the ſaid Booke of Suruay ſigned as afozeſatd, Our ſaid Lozds Tieutenants and 
their Deputy Ltentenants of the ſenerall Counties reſpectiuely in Our name ſhould command 
and giue oꝛder to the ſeuerall places and perſons chargeabletherewith, within areaſonable time, 
and at lome conuenient place, to be pꝛeſcribed to ſupply ſuch defects, either by pꝛouiding new Ar 
mours, Gunnes, Pikes andBandiltcrs, oz by mending and repapꝛing the old, as there ſhould be 
cauſe, | 

Aud to the end no extelle ol Pꝛites may either thꝛough neteſſitie 02 ignozance bee put vpon the 
Countrey fo: new Armours, Gunnes, Pukes, oz Bandiliers , oꝛ fo2 the dꝛeſſing, repapzing, 
pꝛouing and ſtamping the old and ſerimceable, wee did by Our Commiſſion require and com- 
mand, That no Armourer Gun mater, Pike maker, oz Bandalicr-maker, who ſhould bee im⸗ 
ployed in this Derutce, (ſhould demand, fake oꝛ receiue fe: any new Armours, Gunnes, Pikes oz 
Wandalters, foz dzeſſing, repayzing, pꝛoouing oꝛ ſtamping the old , O2 any part of them aboue 
the rates and pꝛices in the afoꝛelaid Schedule expꝛeſſed. 

And Wee did alſo by Our laid Commiſſion, will, require and command, all perſons charged 
with Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes oꝛ Bandaliers ofthe common Armes, oꝛ the Trapned 
Band, that ſhould then after haue of Our laid Commiſſioners, their Deputies oꝛ Allignes any 
new Armours, Guns, Pikes oꝛ Bandaliers, oꝛ ſhould haue any Armours Guns, Pikes oꝛ Ban⸗ 


daliers, dꝛeſſed, amended repayꝛed, pꝛoued oꝛ ſtamped by them oꝛ any of them, That they vpon 


ſuch hauing oz rce:tutng from them any ſuch new Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, oꝛ Bandaliers; 
oz vpon their hauing of their Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, oꝛ Bandaliers, oꝛ any of them dꝛeſſed, 
amended, altered, repapred, pꝛoued, oꝛ ſtamped, as afozeſatd ; ſhould ſatiſfie, content and pay Dur 
ſaid Commiſſioners, their Deputtes oz Allignes, oꝛ any of them foꝛ the ſame , actoꝛding to the 
Rates + Pꝛites in the foꝛelaid Schedule expꝛeſled and let down :Andifany difference at any time 
ſhould ariſe touching the natures oꝛ numbers of defects, betweene the Armourers, Gun makers, 
Pike makers and Wandalier- makers imploped foz the laid new making,mending,d:cſſing,repay- 
ring, pꝛouing and ſtamping ok any of the Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, oꝛ Bandaliers, ofthe tom⸗ 
mon Armes oz Trayned Band afozeſaid, and thoſe in whoſe cuſtody the laid Armours, Gunnes, 
Pikes oꝛ Bandaliers ſhould be oz remaine, That the ſame ſhould be oꝛdered by theLo2ds Lieu- 
tenants, oꝛ Deputie Lientenants , oꝛ any of them, oz ſuch as ſhould be by chem oz any one of 


them deputed foꝛ the time being, who ſhould take the Suruey aboue mentioned, as by Our laid 
+ 


Commiſſion amongſt diners pꝛohibitions, and other things therein contained, moze at large it 
doth and may appeare. 

Now to the end all Our louing Subiects may take knowledge what Wee command oz foꝛbid 
to be done in this lo impoꝛtant and neceſſary Seruice foꝛ the generall good of this Dur King⸗ 
dome, and that Dur people may not plead ignozance, Wee doe hereby will, require and com⸗ 
mand all and ſinguler Our Lieutenants, deputy Lieutenants, Juſtices of Peace, Matoꝛs, She- 
riffes, Muſter-maſters, Captaines of Bands, andtheir Lieutenants, high Conſtables, Conſta- 
bles, Headbozoughes, and other Our Officers, Miniſters, and loning Dubiects, That they and 
cuery ot them be from time to time aiding, helping, and aſſiſting vnto Our laid Commiſſioners, 
their Deputies, Uſliſtants,and Allignes, and to ſuch others, as ſhall bee by them, oz any of them 
employed in the execution of the ſame Dur Commiſſion oꝛ the Deruice thereby required and in⸗ 
tended in all things, as ſhall be moſt meet, and to perkoꝛme what to them o2 any of them relpec⸗ 
finely ſhall appertaine accoꝛding to Our pleaſure herein, and by Our laid Commiſſion declared. 

And becauſe Wee are credibly giuen to bnderſtand, that the often and continuall altering and 
changing ofthe faſhion of Armes and Armours (lome Countreys aud parts of this Kingdome 
hauing Armours of one faſhion, ſome of another) doe put many of Our louing Dubiec:s to a 
great and vnneceſſary charce and moꝛe then need requireth : Foz the auoiding whercok, Our 
will and pleaſure is, And We doe hereby appoint and command, That hereafter there ſhaibe but 
one vnifoꝛme faſhion of Armours of the ſatd common and Trained Bands th:onghout Our 
laid Kingdome of England, and Dominion of & ales, when as any of the ſaid Arn ours {hall be 
ſupplied and new made, And that, that foꝛme and faſhion of Armour ſhall be agreeabic to the laſt 
and moderne faſhion lately ſet downe and appointed to be vled by the Loꝛds an dothers of Oar 
Councell at Warre. The paternes whereof are now and ſhall remaine in the Office of Our 
Oꝛdinante from time to time; which is Dur pleaſure likewiſe concerning Gunnes, Pikes, and 
Baͤndaliers: Whereof Paternes are and ſhall remaine from time to time in Our laid Dffice. 

And Our will and pleaſure alſo is, That (foꝛ the better completing of euery of the Puſketicrs 
of Our ſatd Trained Band, and that they may be bettet fitted and appointed fo2 Seruite (if need 
require) euery Mulketier of the common and Trained Wand, ſhall haue, and bee from time to 
time furniſhed and pꝛouided ok an head piete, agrecable to the moderne faſhion of the Head- 
pietes of the Footmans Armour, whereof the paterne remaineth allo in Our foꝛelaid Office of 
Oxinance, 

And whereas we are likewile credibly infoꝛmed, That diners Tinkers,Cutlersand Smiths, 
and other Botchers of Armes, by their vuſkiliulneſte haue vtterly ſpotled many Armes, Ar- 
mours and Gunnes (which by a ſkilfull wozkeman might haue beene altered, dꝛelled, amended, 
and made ſeruiteable) and yet haue required great rates of the Countrey fo2 doing thereof, and 
diuers Tradeſmen of other Trades and Myſteries, doe buy, barter andſell Armes, Armours, 
Gunnes, Pikes and Bandaliers, which are bad and inlufficient, to the great pzcindice of Our lo⸗ 
uing Subiects. the lame alſo not being agreeable tothe Tawes and Statutes ofthis Kealme. 

Wee doe therefoꝛe hereby ſtraightly charge and command, p:ohibite and abſolutely foꝛbid, 
That no perſon oz perſons] whatlocuer (not hauing ſerued ſeuen peeres, oꝛ beene bꝛought vpas 
an Appꝛentice oꝛ Appꝛentites in the Trade oz Myſtery of an Armourer , Gunn-maker, Pike- 

maker, and Bandalier-maker, and thereat ſerued _ full time of ſeuen yeeres (other then the 


laid Commiſſioners, their Allignes, Deputies, Factozs, oz ſeruants, 02 ſuch as they ſhall allow 
of, and employ, and ſhall bee bound co doe Usſach Seruice, when they ſhall bee thereunto requt- 
red and haue his Name and dwelling place entered by Dur ſaid Commiſſioners, oꝛ ſome of them 
by their retommendation, inthe Office of Wur ©OzTinance, as atozelaid) doe make, mend, alter, 
change, dꝛeſſe, repalre, pꝛooue, oz ſtampe any Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, oz Bandaliers 
of the Common Armes, oꝛ Trapned Band whatſocuer, 02 any others, o2 any of them, oꝛ any 
part of them, oꝛ intermeddle therein. | 

Neuertheleſſe, it is Dur Will and Pleaſure, And we doe hereby ſtratghtily charge, Command, 
and declare, That Our ſaid Coinmiſſioners giue encouragement, and reſpect, vnto all ſuch 
Skulfull and well-deſeruing Woꝛkemen, of all ſozts of Armes as they ſhall finde in euerp place, 
oꝛ part, within this Our Kingdome, and Dominion afozeſaid, to haue them employed, and 
ſet on woꝛke. 

And it is Dur Willand Pleaſure, That if Our lald Comnuſſtoners ſhall not bee pꝛelent, 
either by themſelues, their leruants, deputies, o2 aſſigues in enery County and place, when, 
and where any defects in Armes, Gunnes, Pikes, and Bandaliers at Muſters oꝛ other ſuch 
publike meetings in cach County ſhali bee found: Oꝛ if Our laid Commiſſioners, oꝛ any from, 
oꝛ vnder them, beeing lo pꝛelent in any County, and Place, ſhall bee vnwiling, andnegligent to 
make, amend, dzefle, repaire, and ſtampe the ſaid Armes, Gunnes, Pikes, and 25andalicrs at⸗ 
toꝛding to the intent of Our ſaid Comuntlion, aud theſe pꝛeſents. 

Then it ſhall be lawiull in ſuch their negligence, and default, at ſuch time oꝛ times, and in ſuch 
caſes onely foꝛ the ſaid Owners of Armes to carry their Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, and Banda- 
liers vnto luch Conntrey wozkeman beeing ſkilfull in their Trade, as heretofoꝛe haue made, oꝛ 
amended any of them, to amend, and repaire them as herctofoze they haue done, without any 
trouble, oꝛ interruptionoł Qurſard Commiſſioners, oꝛ any foꝛ. oz vnder them, Any thing in thele 
pꝛelents, oꝛ in Dur ſaid Comnullion to the contrary, notwithſtanding, 

And Wee doe hereby allo abſolutely fozbid, That no lronmonger, Cutler, Chaundler oz other pe-'s 
ſon whatſoener, doe from hencefoozth Uent, oz Sell any Armes, Armours, Gunnes, Pikes, oz 
Bandaliers, 02 any part of them, but luch as (hall bee pꝛooued, and ſtamped with the ſaid Hall 
Marke of the Companyof wozkemen Armourcrs afozeſaid, beeing the pzoofe Marke, and allo 
warranted by Oarſaid Commtſſioners,o2 ſome of them, oꝛ ſuch as they ſhall appoint thercunto, 
and be allowed by them to be ſuffictent, vpon paine and penalty of Our high indignation,and diſ- 
pleaſure, and ſuch other penalties, and umpꝛilouments, as by the Lawes of this Realme, oꝛ by 
Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted vpon them, foꝛ ſuch their Offences andcontempts.
